Nearly 4,000 workers are like- 
ly to lose thelr jobs between 
January—when the run-down 
begins—and summer, when it is 
to be complete. 

The firtn’s history glittered 
with success; the first jet fighter 
to take the air was the Gloster- 
Whittle, which flew in 1941, 

Back in 1922 the’ Gloster 
Grebe set the world speed record 
at 22] miles an hour. 


Wooden fighter 


The Gamecock followed the 
Grebe In R.A, service—the last 
fighter of wooden construction. 

And the last of the open- 
cockpit planes, the Gauntlet—a 
230-mile-an-hour job. 

Betweenwhiles came a line of 
Schneider Trophy planes. First 
the Gloster I seaplane in which 
the R.A.F.’s race pilots practised 
for the 1925 and 1927 races. 

Two Gloster VI Golden 
Arrow seaplanes were built for 
the 1928 race, and one put up 
a 336-mile-an-hour record. : 

Gloster Gladiators — three 
planes nick-named Faith, Hope, 
and Charity—formed the only 
defence of the G.C, island of 
Malta during the Italians’ long 
all-out effort to subdue the 
garrison, 


Operational jet 

There was the first jet to see 
active service in the war—the 
Gloster Meteor. The same ma- 
chine put the post-war speed 
record up to 606 miles an hour 
in November, 1945. 

Last of the line, and the last 
major project of the Gloster 
firm, amalgamated only last 
month with Armstrong-Whit- 
worth of Coventry, was the 
Javelin, which Js still in -squad- 
ron service with the R.A.F. and 
some foreign air forces. 

Recently the plant has been 
on subcontract work for the 
Hawker-Stddeley group, of 
which it is @ member, on Avro 
748s,, Vulcan bombers, and 
Argosy ‘freighters. 

“Shop stewards at. the. Whit- 
worth-Gloster factories at 
Coventry and Gloucester have 
been told about the closure,” 
said a Hawker spokesman. 


One chance 


“The only circumstance which 
could affect this decision would 
be early receipt of Government 
orders big enough to make con- 
tinuation of the Gloster works 
economic. 

“The Government White 
Paper of a few years ago called 
on the aircraft industry to 
streamline itself. It was reason- 
able to read into that, as 
soon as there was a smaller 
number of integrated firms then 
orders would be forthcoming.
